—Smuts 
“THANK GOD FOR RUSSIA” 


PRETORIA, Tuesday.—‘‘On the 
whole I bring back a happy impression 
both of our men and the general situa- 
tion, but always with this strong 
feeling—we are up against it this 
time,” declared General Smuts on his 
return from Egypt. The Germans in 
Libya were a much more formidable 
foe than the Italians had been, but he 
was optimistic. 

General Smuts expressed the view 
that if. the Germans had failed. to 
invade Britain a year ago, when Britain 
was weak, there was little likelihood 
of a successful attack on Britain now. 
The chances were that the Germans 
would strike in the Mediterranean 
basin—the only area in which they 
could fight, he said. ‘‘ The Germans 
have enormous resources to fling against 
us.’’—Reuter.

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In the extreme south and extreme north 
the German armies can lay fair claim 'to 
This week the German High 
Command has claimed, and Moscow has 
admitted, the capture of two industrial 
towns of great importance—Krivoi-rog, 
capital of a valuable mining district in 
the “elbow” of the Dnieper, and 
Nikolaiev, the grain port and naval dock- 
yard at the mouth of the River Bug. 
These are no light losses. The Krivoi-rog 
region, indeed, is anything but the only 
mining centre in Russia—for that matter, 
there are equally valuable deposits else- 
where in the Ukraine—but its capture is 
bound to add substantially to Germany’s 
resources; and she has shown even greater 
exultation over the fall of Nikolaiev. As 
matters stand now, the Germans profess 
to have reached the Dnieper at, at least, 
one point, and to have destroyed any 
hope of further Russian resistance on the 
river’s western side. The news has not 
been confirmed in London, or admitted 
by Moscow; but there is little reason to 
doubt that, if the Germans have not 
reached the river already, they will reach

evidently has foreseen that further resist- 
ance in that area would be doomed to 
failure, and has withdrawn his forces, 
with great skill and cclerity, to new and 
stronger positions across the river. He is 
faced now with the most formidable task 
of his career. ‘There are not many bridge- 
heads on the Lower Dnieper, but such as 
there are must be defended to the last 
man. If the Germans prove too strong 
for him, or if any of the bridges is 
weakened either by treason or remissness 
—as happened at the Meuse fourteen 
months ago—Russia will find herself in 
serious peril; but her soldiers are fighting 
with almost incredible spirit, and the 
passage of the Dnieper certainly will cost 
Herr Hitler a heavy toll of men—if he 
contrives to pass it at all. The greater 
part of Marshal Budyenny’s armies seems 
to have been evacuated across the river in 
safety, and he has summoned fresh forces 
from Kharkov and the Crimea. Germany 
is confronted with a vastly more difficult’ 
problem than the crossing of the French 
rivers; 

Further northwards, operations in the 
neighbourhood of Kiev remain at a stand- 
still. A fortnight ago the Germans, in 
their attempt to encircle the city, had 
reached two towns, Korosten and Byelaya- 
Tserkov, to the north-east and south-west 
respectively. There is no evidence that 
they have made any further progress, and 
it may be that they have determined to 
halt and watch what happens in the 
Dnieper basin. In like manner, there is 
no news of the thrust for Moscow, via 
Smolensk, or of that in the neicghbour- 
hood of Kholin; but the advance towards 
Leningrad appears to be meeting with 
better fortune. Yesterday morning the 
Russians announced that they had 
evacuated Kingisepp, a small town just 
inside the koundaries of the U.S.S.R. 
proper, but only 75 miles from Leningrad. 
Kven so, Herr Hitler's troops must face 
ferocious resistance in this sector, and 
there is no reason to suppose that their 
advance beyond Kingisepp will be any 
more rapid than their approach to it has 
been. The real danger to Russia would 
appear to lie in the south, in the bend of 


advance—if the term may be used—is 
harassed by guerrilla warfare behind the 
lines, on a scale hitherto unknown, but it 
is doubtful if such operations will be 
possible in the Western Ukraine. The 
decisive battle for Russia is due to be 
fought any day now. Herr Hitler must 
have concluded it within the next two 
months or the odds are that he will not 
conclude it at all, 


Recent speeches by British Ministers 
make it clear that greater value than 
before is being placed upon the bombing 
aeroplane as a means to ultimate victory. 
For some months now a day and night air 
offensive against Western Germany and 
occupied France has been in progress, and 
tho forces employed have so increased that 
the use of 300 bombers in a single raid is 
by no means unusual. Up to 1939 the 
Royal Air Force was designed primarily 
as a defensive arm, so that greater atten- 
tion was paid to fighter squadrons that 
would attempt to repel raiders than to 
units equipped for a policy of attack. 
This was a complete reversal of the Royal 
Flying Corps and Independent Air Force 
tactics in the last war, when the initiative 
in offensive operations was maintained 
even in the face of German machines that 
were not only more numerous, but also 
technically superior. Recently, however, 
the fighter also is being used offensively, 
as well as in a protective capacity for 
bombers engaged in daylight raids. 
Naturally, the new policy has been 
accompanied by an increase in British 
air losses. Small forces operating at night 
are capable of doing a certain amount of 
damago without serious loss, but, when 
great numbers of ‘planes engage in a 
daylight raid, a certain proportion of 
casualties must be expected. The sponsors 
of the new British air policy, no doubt, 
have reckoned the cost as well as the 
possible gains. At present the principal 
object may be to interfere with Germany's 
offensive against Russia, and only the 
chiefs of the German military machine 
can pronounce on the effectiveness of the 
raids. Britain herself has had experience 
of the damage that can be done to produc. 
tion by concentrated raids upon industrial 
centres, and a remedy has been sought— 
perhaps, has been found—in the wide 
dispersal of armament factories in small 
units. in that procedure Britain was 
following what had been done in Germany 
some years before. |

Duke of the Ukraine 


More than one of the great ‘‘if's of 
history’’ are suggested by the terrific 
battle raging between Russians and 
Germans for the Ukraine and its capital, 
Kiev, 

To me it has been surprising ‘to find 
that one of the most famous of English 
generals, if he had so chosen, could have 
been Duke of the Ukraine. That was two 
and a half centuries ago, and the English 
genera, was none less than the renowned 
Duke of Marlborough, whose skilful and 
energetic military leadership was dis- 
played against Irish armies in this 
country as well as in England and on the 
Continent. 

Before that period the Ukraine, or Kiev, 
as the region was more generally known, 
had enjoyed independent existence as a 
State, rivalling, indeed, its neighbour, 
Muscovy, which was to emerge from the 
struggle in the shape and power of Great 
Russia, 


An Honour Declined 


But at tho height of Marlborough’s 
European ‘renown, the first Empress 
Catherine, the Lithuanian peasant’s 
daughter, who became wife of Veter the 
Great, had begun the intense Russifica- 
tion of the Ukraine, and, wishing to 
attach the great Englishman to her side, 
offered him the Dukedom of the Ukraine. 
Marlborough’s ambition was _ notorious, 
and no less was his inconstancy in 
allegiance to causes and monarchs, but 
for some reason he declined the honour. 

His father, of course. was a Sir Winston
